0U ae 4 very putial Writer, ſays a 
new Antageniſt, who is riſen up a- 
gaioft this Paper, upon my giving my Opi- 
nion in the Matter of a Battle in Flanders, as 
in my two laſt Papers— Ton put all the fatal 
Pet if 4 Battle on the French fide, and care 
not to ſuppoſe, a Battle may happen, and you 
may be worffed x and you newer think it worth 
your while to examine, bow it will ſtand with 
our fide, if we we ſbould be beaten ? 

Why really, Sir, I did not meddle with 
this, principally becauſe it was no Part of 
the Enquiry in the Letter I receiv'd, as may 
he ſeen by the Copy; and partly becauſe 1 
ſee no great Reaſon, Blefſed be GOD, to 
fear the Circumſtance, and therefore the 
Conſe quences are not a Part of my Concero. 

But ſince 1 am put to it, I have been al- 
ways forward enaugh to tell the People the 
worſt of things, and ſet them a conſidering 
decently their bad as well as good Fortune, 
and I hall got decline it now. 

And fir I'D own; that had we recciv'd 
four ſuch Overthrows, as I may call them, 
as the Freucb have at Hockſftet, Barcelona, Ra- 
mellics and Turin, I would not be thought to 
lefſen the Conduct of any Body, nor is it a 
1 to them, we had been all und one; 
it had. ne Confederacy by this T ime, 
every Body had been ſhifting for themſelves, 
making their Peace, &c. ſeparate Treaties, 
abandoning of Parties and Friteds had been 
the general Complaint, and Face had 
did fair for unirerſal Monarch of Chriften- 
dom long 2g0. 


To come to Particulars, the Duke of 44 
voy had been entirely ſuppreſs d, the Empe- 
ror depos d, the French hid probably annex'd 
Savoy and Piedmont to the Crown, and the 
Bauirim had been crown'd in Vienna, where 
he had been at full Liberty to have reduc'd 
the EteQtors to accept of bis Soveraignty,and 
at beſt have ſo embarraſs'd Germany, that 
England and Holland having no Help from 
the Princes of the Norrh, would have had 
the whole Power of France to contend with 
ſ1ngle-banded. 

I necd ravel no farther into this melan- 
choly Scheme, Thanks be to GOD; this 
has not been our Fate, and its being not 
come to that, leads me to ſay, that Id 
the Diſaſter of a Battle in Flanders fall upon
